CHINA 
AND 
JAPAN. 


By the arrival of tbe City of Tokio at 
San Francisco yesterday morning, we have 
received news from China to the 30th of 
April, and from Japan to tbe 24th. 
Th# 
news ia not of mnch interest: 
CHINA. 
On the 17th of March, at Chefoo, the 
Custom-house was besieged by a mob of 
Chinese. 
On inquiry it was learned that 
the Customs officer stationed ou board the 
S. S. Chungking had received very rongb 
treatment while attempting to examine the 
luggage of some passengers, and but for 
timely aid rendered him by Captain De- 
ville and the officers of the steamer, it is 
doubtful what the result of the attack 
an him might have been. 
The officer, who 
was attacked on board, and who behaved 
in a very exemplary manner, is a citizen of 
the United State*. 
There is a possibility 
that the authorities of biB country will U3# 
tbeir influence with the Chinese ctfioisls in 
order to obtain a much larger amount of 
protection for Americans who may be serv­ 
ing in the Customs than is enjoyed by their 
confreres who happen to be subjects of 
other nationalities. 
The Censors at Pekin have reported the 
alarming increase of opium-smoking among 
the offioial class, and have memorialized 
the Throne, praying that tbe smokers be 
dealt with according to law. 
A decree 
has been issued commanding them to give 
up 
their 
naughty ways 
within 
three 
months, or lose their offices. 
It is reported that sixteen twins have 
been pr.seuted to a native farmer near 
Shanghai, who is only 34 years old. 
The 
man is poor, and the children are sup­ 
ported by the neighbors. 
The Chinese Government is ssid to have 
ordered 34,000 sword-sticks from tne Osaka 
arsenal at three yen each. 
The probable 
use of tjiese weapons is a mystery. 
Mr. Justice Soowdtu, Acting Puisne 
Judge, who has been in failing health for 
some time, died on Sunday, the 1st of 
April. 
From N orth Borneo we learn of tho ac­ 
cidental death of Frsnk H atton, mineral­ 
ogist of the Saudakau d istrict 
Wjtile ele­ 
phant hunting, he endeavored to remove, 
with the butt end of his W inchester rifle, 
a creeper, when the gun went off, and the 
charge pas cd through the unfortunate 
young man’s lungs. 
He was a son of 
Joseph H atton, author of 
the 
“ New 
Ceylon.” 
Captain Logemanc, of the German bark 
Adele, lost his life on the 21st of March by 
falling fvom the top of the forehoid to the 
bottom, about twenty-five feet. 
The un­ 
fortunate man had been climbing the lad­ 
der, ween a long pipo he ¡vaa smoking fell 
from his month. 
By 
Js involuntarily 
clutching at it, ho loe', his balance and fell 
to the bottom of the toid. 
A young midshipman named Blakiston 
was killed by the accidental discharge of a 
Bhotgun on board the British ship Auda­ 
cious, the latter part of Maroh. 
It has 
been found to be absolutely impossible to 
keep Chinese hoys clear of the shooting 
range at Hongkong. 
One received two 
bullets on the 17th. 
JAPAN. 
A Japanese doctor aunouncea that he 
has produced a machine for propelling 
ships w ithout steam or any other agency 
now fsm tlisr to science. 
The correction of editors guilty of the 
heinous crime of publishing tho proceed­ 
ings a t the preliminary judicial examina­ 
tion of the Fnkushima rictere proceeds. 
For venturing to publish the mínate? of 
those proceedings, the editors of the M ai 
Nichi, Yomiuri and Ilochi Shii.hun have 
been fined 100 yen each.

The ceremony of laying the corner stone 
of 
the 
new A gricultural 
and 
Indus­ 
trial 
Exhibition 
Building 
of 
th e 
3 tate A gricultural Society w ill be per­ 
form ed 
in 
th is city in 
a few 
days, 
under the auspices of th e M asonic fra­ 
tern ity , 
The occasion w ill be one of more 
th an passing im portance. 
I t m arks a new 
departure in th e policy of the S tate ; the 
determ ination to m ake th e S tate A gricult­ 
ural Society 
perm anent, and to foster 
and encourage its annual expositions ; it 
will become a station in th e history of the 
Society, from w hich it will date a new era 
of progress. 
The new building, the largest 
public edifice in the State, will owe its ex­ 
istence to the liberality of th e people of 
th e capital city and county and th eir com­ 
prehension of th e aims and purposes of the 
Society. 
A ll citizens, through th e system 
of local taxation, have contributed to the 
fund for its erection, and thus there is 
for each a personal interest in it, and the 
exhibitions annually to be held therein. 
T he occasion, therefore, of th e laying of 
th e com er stone m ight w ith appropriate­ 
ness be given especial prominence. 
The 
hour can be fixed late in the afternoon of 
th e day chosen, th a t the children of the 
public schools, m arshaled by th eir teachers, 
may m arch from th eir class-rooms in or­ 
derly array to the grounds, to unite their 
voices in singing th e national hym n. 
Or, 
b etter still, the 30th day of M ay m ight be 
fixed upon, th a t now being a national holi­ 
day, when the ex-so'diers and sailors, re­ 
tu rn in g from th eir annual decoration exer­ 
cises, could add to the im portance of the 
gathering. W hy would it not be fitting for 
th e Governor of the S tate and the officers 
of his adm inistration, accom panying the 
S tate Board of A griculture and escorted by 
th e local m ilitary commands, enrolled and 
independent, w ith their bands of mnsic, to 
honor th e occation by attendance ? During 
th e hours of the exercises business, a t the 
request of th e Board of Trade, would u n ­ 
doubtedly be suspended, to enable all the 
people to w itness the ceremonies. W e have 
gifted orators, some one of whom should 
be invited to address the assembled people. 
There attaches to such observance no c o a t; 
it may easily be m ade one of impressive 
sim plicity, and w ithout outlay from the 
funds of the Society, and w ithout, indeed, 
any disbursem ent of monies. W ith the u n ­ 
furling of the nation al flag, in th e presence 
of the chosen officers of th e people ; the 
citizen soldiery and th e people them selves 
draw n from home, street, office, shop and 
counting-room ; in the presence of children 
of the State, for whom she is erecting her 
In stitu tio n s ; graced by th e attendance of 
women ; exalted by the voice of oratory, 
consecrated by song and invocation, the 
corner atone of the first structure Califor­ 
nia has ever erected devoied to expositions 
of th e products of agriculture, mechanics 
and the arts, shonld be laid. 


SPAIN OIVKS US A LESSON. 


T he supplem ental treaty we concluded 
w ith Spain in 1SS2 is m ade public. 
I t de­ 
velops th a t it ia very much in advance of 
form er positions tak en as to extradition. 
W e are not scoustom ed to look to Spain as 
an example. 
W e have scorned her, as a 
rule, bu t it is nevertheless true th a t we 
have gone to her for a Lason a t least onee. 
T he extradition article of th e A shburton 
tre a ty has alw ays been in issue as to its 
full scope, and, a3 we recently peinted out, 
has not received uniform interpretation by 
our C ourts or our diplom ats. 
W e have 


been unsettled, u n til th e decision of Judge 
Hoffman in th e W atts case, as to w hether, 
after securing the extradition of a party 
for one crime, we could hold or try him for 
another. 
Both England and A m erica have 
charged upon each other violations of the 
treaty eection in this respect. 
Finally 
England, by Parliam entary A ct, defined 
th e section to m ean “ trial for th e crime 
for w hich extradited, and for no o th er.” 
B ut th e 
U nited 
S tates 
has 
properly 
refused 
to 
recognize 
th is 
legisla­ 
tive rig h t of interpretation, holding th a t 
no legislative right can be accorded to 
modify a treaty. 
B ut the U nited States 
D istrict Court for California has affirmed 
the parliam entary interpretation. 
W hile 
th e debate was at its hight, w ith singular 
inconsistency our G overnm ent agreed w ith 
Spain upon a trea ty expressly providing 
for exactly w hat th e E nglish Parliam ent 
contended by legislation, and this we did 
a t the suggestion of Spain, th a t no person 
shall be tried for any offense other than 
th a t for which he is surrendered. 
So it 
happens th a t we tak e a leseon from a sub­ 
ordinate nation, w ith w hich we have little 
sym pathy and no near or close relations, 
and y et quarrel on precisely th e same 
proposition w ith an English-speaking na­ 
tion, w ith w hom our commercial, social 
and geographical relations are m ost in ti­ 
m ate. 
T hen again onr schedule of crimes 
in th e Spanish, aB in th e Belgium treaty, 
is broader than in th e English convention. 
There is b u t one comm ercial crim e for 
w hich we m ay ask England to surrender & 
crim inal, and all our sw indlers, embezzlers 
and other rogues can go ecott free on E ng­ 
lish soil. 
I t certainly looks as if both 
England and Am erica, in this m atter of 
extradition, have reason to feel sheepish, 
and th ey ought to be asham ed to look one 
another in the face. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


i STATE 
PRISON 
AFFAIRS. 


I t is said th a t th e S tate Prison D irect­ 
ors, whose adm inistration of affairs ia abont 
to be looked into, have been so unwise as 
to th reaten disclosures concerning th e m is­ 
deeds of form er Prison adm inistrations, 
w hich will overshadow th e charges now 
laid. 
I t is to be hoped th a t th e report is 
untrue. 
The gentlem en against whom the 
A ttorney-G eneral has preferred charges 
m ust stand npon th eir own feet. 
In their 
own interest th is journal insisted th a t the 
executive investigate. 
They had been 
charged w ith derelictions and irregularities 
of adm inistration by a special commission 
under Governor P erkins ; n ext th ey were 
presented by a regular legislative com m it­ 
tee, and lastly charged by a bill of indict­ 
m ent adopted by the S tate Senate. On theBe 
presentm ents 
and th e indictm ent they 
were entitled to be heard. 
To refuse to 
hear and try them w ould be an act of in­ 
justice and a violation of plain duty. 
W e 
have not believed, however, and do not 
now, th a t the intention is to conduct any 
searching inquiry, and th is last report, as­ 
sum ing it to be true, confirms th a t belief. 
If the D irectors are innocent, they owe it 
to them selves and th e people to prove it 
by u tterly overthrow ing tho charges m ade. 
If th ey have know ledge of peculations and 
w rong doings of th eir predecessors, th ey 
owe it to th e S tate to m ake th a t know ledge 
public. 
They have no rig h t to hold th e in ­ 
form ation as a m enace over th e present 
prosecution. 
U nw illing to believe th a t 
they w ould descend to such m ethods to 
w ard off inquiry, we prefer to look upon 
the report of the th rea t attrib u ted to them 
as w ithout sufficient foundation. 


HOW

FALSEHOOD. 


The San 
Francisco 
Exam iner 
says : 
“ The Sacram ento R e c o k d -U n io n adm its 
th a t G uiteau’s cruel assassination of the 
late President was a political crim e,” etc. 
W e had hoped th a t w ith age th e Exam iner 
m ight rise to a conception of tru th .

R e c o rd -U n io n did not say w hat is above 
attrib u ted to it. 
I t Eaid nothing w hatever 
upoa which th e quotation could be hinged 
by any possible contorting of plain Eng­ 
lish. 
In considering th e Belgian trea ty 
the R e c o rd -U n io n , by way of illustration, 
explained th a t under th a t new treaty , had 
it been in force when President Garfield 
was assassinated, and had G uiteau fled to

derer he was, because th e treaty w ith 
Belgium provides—as all extradition trea­ 
ties should—th a t “ an attem p t against the 
head of a foreign G overnm ent, or against 
th a t of any m em ber of his family, when 
such attem p t comprises th e act either of 
murder, or Assassination, or of poisoning, 
shall not he considered a political offense, or 
an act connected w ith such offenBe.” 
O ut 
of such cloth th e E xam iner m anufactures 
falsehood. 


CETEWAYO. 


Cetew ayo has been defeated by chiefs 
who refused to do obeisance to him . 
The 
disgraceful 
m anner 
in w hich England 
dam ped him upon his native shores on his 
return, destroyed w hat little respect there 
rem ained for him am ong th e chiefs of his 
land and of the neighboring tribes, and it 
is not to be a m atter of surprise if ho ia 
driven from his rude throne and forced to 
appeal to England for protection. 


Tits story comes to hand that one hundred and 
nine meD. some of them with their families, went 
from the West Indies to Mexi:o under contract to 
work upon a Mexican railway at seven shillings and 
sixpence per day, w:th a gratuity of five acres of 
land, a cow, a pig and poultry. When put to work 
they found they were ill treated, miserably housed 
and poorly fed. They complained, when a contract 
was exhibited binding them to work for sixty cents 
per day, find their own food and pay to the con­ 
tractor the amount be laid out for their passage. 
They refused, when they were cited bef. re a Court 
and ordered “ sold into slavery "for three j ears to 
reimburse the contractor for the passage money. 
One escaped, and he it is who teils the tale. We 
should be inclined tb look upon the story with much 
allowance except for the statement of officials of the 
British Consulate at New York that there are evi­ 
dences of the truth of the man’s recital. 
He 
is an English subject, and it is probable his Gov­ 
ernment will look into the matter. There is, it is 
said, a system in Mexico of compelling labor con­ 
tracts to be kept by enforced service. Applied to 
foreigners, Mexico w'di probably find it an unprofit­ 
able law. 


As the day draws near for the coronation of the 
Czar the utmost caution is observed at Moscow in 
patroiing the streets and guarding the city. The 
place swarms with police agents and troops. Houses 
along the hne the procession is to take are searched 
from cellar to garret daily. General alarm prevails, 
and, fearing trouble, many families have fled from 
the city. What a delightful thing it is to be an 
Emperor. How the strength of a republic stands 
out in contrast to the weakness of such a land as 
that where the Czar rules. 


Tus news is thst peace has been declared between 
Chile and Peru. No details are given, bat enough 
ii known to make certain the fact that all Pern se­ 
cures is the removal of the enemy’s troops, while all 
the disputed territory on her border that Chile 
seized Chile retains. Peru thus gains a dishonora­ 
ble peace, and is left torn, swamped in debt, broken 
in industries, her realm dismembered, and her peo­ 
ple heart-broken and demoralized by the effects of 
a long and cruel war. 


Next Thursday the exposition of railway mechan­ 
ical appliances opens in Chicago.

A called meeting of the C ity Board of 
H ealth was held in D r. Tyrrell’s office lsst 
evening. 
Present—D r. Cluness, Chairm an ; 
D rs. Montgomery, Laine and TyrcelL 
Dr. 
Tyrrell was elected Secretary pro tem . 
D r. 
Tyrrell offered 
the 
following resolctionB 
which were, on motioD, adopted, after which 
the meeting adjourned: 
Resolved, That in view of the general complaint 
mode in regard to the bod condition or effensive- 
ne?s of the water-closets in different parts of the 
city, and the near approach of warm weather, we 
urge upon all to have their cesspools and vaults 
early cleaned where needing such cleansing, and 
whether requiring em ptying or not, to have them 
thoroughly ventilated. 
Resolved further, T hat we recommend the use of 
the Cottier plan for ventilating water closets, our 
reason for so recommending it being that, besides 
by its operation in conducting all gases through 
flues in the walls snd at the tc p of the roof, so th at 
they cannot escape otherwise, the active evapora­ 
tion m aintained by it from suchceespoolsand v:.ults 
so lessens their contents as to supersede in a great 
measure the necessity for the removal of such con­ 
tents by the employment of an excavator or other­ 
wise. 
Resolved, That the Health Offlcir be hereby in­ 
structed to draw the attention of the public to 
these resolutions whenever ho may ascertain that 
their warnings are applicable, and to abate promptly 
all nuisances th at may come under his observation 
or be justly complained of by any aggrieved person. 
Re solved furtherm ore. That we rcspec1 fully recom­ 
mend to the Board of T rusties th at they have the 
sewers of the city ventilated, is by so doing the 
quantity and pressure of the noxious gases, always 
present in such drains, would be very much less­ 
ened, and their liability to enter houses and create 
disease be thereby much dim nished.

An autumnal afternoon in the year 188- 
found the taut flagship Nomad ronuding tbe 
treacherous and‘dangerous extremity of South 
America, And this day certainly intended 
to place itBelf on record with those of its 
predecessors marked stormy, its nastiness in 
wind and weather giving all hands cn board 
the flagship their till in hard work and dis­ 
comforts. The record of the Nomad on this 
cruise, which she was now completing on 
her homeward bound passage to Boston, had 
been most disagreeable, when considered in 
the light of heavy weather work. From Suez 
to Aden, then on to Bombay, Point de Galie, 
Singapore, Hongkong, Shanghai, Nagasaki, 
and Yokohama, the balance sheet stood 
larzely in favor of old Neptune’s rough char­ 
acteristics, hut, with remarkable evenness 
the health aud original rosier of the ship’s 
company stood this day as it did nearly three 
years ago—with one exception. Through­ 
out the diverse and varied exposures inci­ 
dental to cruising over the Asiatic station, 
where cholera, fevers, liver complaints, 
malaria, and colds of all degree reign in full 
force, nor.e of the crew bad suffered more than 
temporary inc -nvenience, and thus it seemed 
very hard that now, in the closing days of the 
cruioe, there stood nine chances for, to one 
against, a victory being at last scored for the 
destroying angel Death, When the Nomad 
reached Shanghai in the early portion of her 
cruise her Admiral was tbe healthiest man 
aboard. A grand specimen of manhood was 
ho. Over tix feet in high*, weighing 200 
pound?, broad in chest and strong in limb, he 
rightly claimed for himself a full share of 
Nature's blessicps. While reluming late one 
night from a diplomatic reception at the Con 
sulafe at Shanghai, through overheating and 
in-ufli.Ynt protection from the dangerous ef­ 
fects of too peculiarly damp and searching 
night air, he caught cold. “ Only a cold,” 
remarked the Admiral to the doctors of his 
ship, “ and easy to cure.” So thought the 
medical officers, but with a quiet though in 
sidions progression this cold clung to the 
Admiral in spite of their best tfforts to eradi 
cate it, and when the time came for leaving 
Yokohama, homeward bound, the Admiral 
realized that his lungs and throat were deci­ 
dedly out of order. The doctors advised re 
turning home by mail steamer to Sap Fran 
cisco, so that greater means for curiog this 
persistent cough might be found in tho Naval 
Ho:pita! there ; but the Admiral preferred to 
stick to his ship, still imagining that his trou­ 
ble would eventually be overcome by the doc­ 
tors’ treatment. 
No one who looked at the admiral even 
in those days imagined that ha would tali 
a victim to lung trouble. But it was the 
old story again typified in this case. Only 
a cold at first; aud in spite cf orthodox 
treatment the peculiar climatic effects of 
China nursed it, and hastened the sure re 
suit of each a deep-seated trouble. Time 
passed after leaving Yokohama for Boston, 
bringing varying symptoms iu tbe admiral's 
case, and the doctors imagined that they 
held the disease in check at least. But with

Leaden 
were tho heavens and sad the hearts of all 
aboard, for that morning the usual bulletin cf 
the medical i fficers had set forth this intelli­ 
gence : “ Tire Admiral is in Bame conditi n 
as reported last night. A burning faver has 
been slightly reduced, while other symptoms 
are as heretofore announced.”
